they will take advantage of the situ- 
ation. If tbefarmeraof tbe West, by 
reason of their excellent orop and the 
bish pricee, do not shake themselves 
free of the sbackles of debt, it will be 
tiieir own fault. Providence haa done 
mil ell for them this season, and it re- 
inaina for them to take advantage of the 
uituation."

STICKEEN BAILWAY. 

p. R. Engineers Directed to Make the 
Necessary Surveys, 

WfNsri'EQ, Sept. 11.— (Special)— Mr. 

Robert Kerr, traffic manager of the 
C.lMi. Western liueB, returned to-day 
from the Tacitjc Coast, and t;ontirnied 
the information telegraplied A'ancouver 
that the company would establish a 
steamaliip eerviee from Vancouver in 
uoiuiectioii with the contomplated con- 
struction of a railway line from a point 
on the 8tickeen river to Teslin lake, on 
which body of water steamers will also 
be placed. Mr. Kerr added that there 
wurenameroua projects in contemplation 
for the accommodation of traISc that 
would be going in the direction of the 
Klondyke gold fields next spring 
Manager White, who left at noon for the 
I'^Bst, intimated that while in the West 
with Yite-Preaideut ShaiighneBsy, nr- 
raiigeinents were iiuiilo for sendiu^ Mr. 
I'ut^hesnay, of the eiitrineerinn stall' on 
tlic Pacific division, to exaininetlie route 
of a projected railway from the Stickeen 
river to Teslin lake.

WILL NOT MAKE BEPEISAIS. 

Canada Too Broad lUinded to Follow Mean 
Yanliee Metliods. 

Ottawa, Sept. 11. — (Special)— The 
suggested reprisals by the Canadian cus- 
toms department against Americans 
taking horses over the summit of Chil- 
kobt or White Past into Canadian terri- 
tory and will not take place, although 
the department haa been urged to im- 
pose a tax of ^30 for each animal, just as 
the United States customs ofHciala are 
doing. The desire of the department is 
to work in the disputed territory of Dyea 
and Skagway as amicably as possible 
with the Stales authorities. 

There ia still another change in the 
Yukon mining regulations. An order- 
in-council reduces the size of creek and 
river tributariea Irom 400 feet to 100 
feet, and a discoverer's first claim from 
750 feet to 200 feet. The fee for renewal 
of entry is cut down from $100 to 
The following amendment haa been 
made to the mining regulations in the 
Yukon territory : "A bench claim shall 
be 100 feet and ahall have placed at each 
ot its four corners a legal post upon 
which shall be legibly marked the name 
of the miner and the date upon which 
the claim is staked." The taiitl' of fees 
for the registrar of the Yukon country 
has been fixed by order-in-council and 
IB published in the Ganada Gazette to- 
day,

IT.\xi;i.T0K, Pa., Sept. 11. — Nineteen 
dead, forty-one wounded, is the record 
01 the Winchesters wielded by deputy 
aherifra at Latimer yesterday afternoon. 
Eleven miners dropped dead in their own 
tracks under the terrible battle and four 
more died during the night, and four 
were added to the record this morning. 
The work of identifying the dead, actively 
going on all night, is still so far from be- 
ing completed that an accurate listof the 
victims ia not obtainable. 

Some prominent men of the city have 
subscribed money to aaeiet in securing 
evidence against tho deputies who tired 
ou the ininerB. It is stated that eorae of 
the deputies dead were treated brutally 
while lying on the ground at Liuiiuer. 
A flearchin<.' party lias been scouring the 
country between J.,!ilinier and Harleigh, 
a distance of two uiiles, in search ol 
eight miners who liave not been account- 
ed for. 

Washington, Sept. 11. — President 
Gompera, of the American Federation 
of Labor, to-day, after bitterly decrying 
tbe killing of the men near Hazelton as 
brutal murder, said; "The men were 
inarcliiiig on the public highway; they 
had as much right to march to Latimer 
or any other place on tbe public high- 
way as the slierifl' or the president. The 
mine operators, in tlie madness of their 
Bupposeil power and in their efl'ort to en- 
slave labor, have used judges and courts 
to give color of law to tho moat llagrant 
violation of the rights of the people. 
In hia published explanation, Sheriff 
.Martin makes an ed'ort to secure the 
favor of our native .4inei-ican8 by re- 
peatedly empliasizing his statement 
that miners killed were foreigners. It 
may he true that these men were not 
native Americans, but they were the 
men brought liere by the greed and 
cunning of the mine operators, and so 
long as they submitted to being starved, 
no word as to their foreign birth was 
heard, bat now this cry of foreigner is 
like a cloud of dust raised to obscure the 
crime. The miners will win their hu- 
inauL» and heroic struggle, they deserve 
to win, their conduct has challenged the 
admiration of their friends aud sympa- 
thizors." 

H.tititi.siuntci, Sept. 11. — Gov. Hastings 
at noon ordered the first city troops of 
l'hihtdeli)liia, the j)ride of the first 
brigade, to take the field, and an hour 
later received word that they were 
marching towards Hazleton. 



ToiiONTo, Sept. H.— Tlie ^Vorld's Mon- 
treal correspondent say s ; " ' Chap^eaa- 
Laurier ' is tho title of an innocent arti- 
cle in Mr. Tarte'a paper to-daj', but it 
haa given rise to a rumor that tbe min- 
ister of public works is about to be re- 
leased and hia bosom friend Cuapleau 
will enter the Dominion cabinet." 

La Patrie says that at a French-Cana- 
dian convention at Salem, Mass., the 
Lieutenant-Governor of Quebec eaid he 
had grown old in the struggle and iiis 
health bad been impaired, but be had 
prided himself on always fighting for 
his race. " When," he said, " the illus- 
trious chief of the Liberal party brought 
back to US from England the latest of 
our great political liberties, a right 
which he conquered by his diplomacy 
and eloquence, I was the first to ap- 
plaud, because he had worked for hia 
own country and for the future, and I 
will return to the political furnace be- 
fore long." 

Speaking of the above rumor, a lead- 
ing Liberal declared that should Chap- 
leau enter the Laurier ministry it would 
mean Taite'a triumph over the other 
sections of the party and the atter de- 
Btraction of tbe government. 

TARTE PROTESTS. 

Sa^s He Is Working for tbe Country and 
Not for Hiauelf. 

MoNTRu.vL, Sept. 10,— (Special) — Min- 
ister Tarte has addressed a letter to the 
Witness, in which he discusses the 
charges recently preferred against him. 
Pie defends himself from the charge of 
lavishnese, and points out that of appro- 
priations of .$2,439, 'J20 tliere was an un- 
expended balance on hand of ^600,981, 
and in addition lie had ellected a saving 
in administration of .^60,000 by decreas- 
ing the number of employes'etc. He 
denied he ia exerciaing any influence 
over the railway department. He had 
no railway policy apart from hia col- 
leagues. 

TINNED BUTTER, 

Experiment to Be Made at Calgary Witb 

Some New Packages. 

Orr.tw.^, Sept. 11.— (Special) — The 
department of agriculture is sending to- 
day to Calgary samplea of butter pack- 
agea made of tin with the object of ea- 
coitr:iging their manufacture and tho 
])acking of butter for export to China, 
and Japan. Machines constructed es- 
l)e(;ially for tiie purpose of closing the 
packages after the butter is placed in 
them are also being sent. Professor 
liobertBon bought the machines and 
sample tins in Paris on hia recent visit 
there. 



HUNGRY LIBERALS. 

Crying That They Are Not Getting Enough 
Fap. 

MoNTni;.\L, Sept. 11.— (Special)— The 
Liberal Club last night protested strong- 
ly against tho manner in which the Do- 
minion government ia neglecting the 
matter of patronage. There was general 
complaint that no satisfaction could be 
bad from ministers on this point.

British Columbia wheelnien aud their 
cousins to the South will note the cour- 
teous reference to the Coast league as 
" Sunday racing outlaws," and also the 
broad compreliensiveneea of the " my 
district." In its eflectiveness the procla- 
mation is not worth more than the paper 
it is printed on, for as the Times of last 
evening puts it, "all the Victoria club 
can do, and it will meet with public ap- 
proval, ia to alhliate witti the Coast 
league." The facta of this suspension 
business are now prettj' well known 
throughout the Northwest.

Free MilliiiR' Quartz Location Duly 
Staketl by William 
Miles. 



What's the use of gohig into tho wild- 
eriiesa for your gold when you can tind 
mineral in place almost within the sha- 
dow of the Victoria poat office, and 
wheie electric cars run through tho 
■claim every five minutes of the day. 
That's the way William Miles, of Al- 
beriii, views the Eituatio.T, and he has 
accordinfjly staked a claiai on Clovea-n- 
incut street, at the corner of Courtney, 
wliich gives promise of rich divi- 
dends. It has already been formally 
staked under the name of the 
Douglas, and the samples from the 
outcrop are very pretty Bpecimeiis of 
free-millinR quartz. As the Douglus ia 
on the main DusiuesB street of Victoria, 
it would be libel on tlie town to say that 
mineral extends from the grass roots 
down. Sufficient to the hour is it that 
Mr. Miles has not been deceived by uny 
paving stone. Unnrtney street is one of 
tlie city thorongli fares along which the 
bikes bump U|ion good intentions. 

This luteal luldition to the promising 
proapeete of ^'aIleouver Island if it is 
worth as much as the surface rights, will 
return good dividends, for it extends 
from tilt! waterfront to Douglas street 
and iiiay undermine the post utlice and 
cui?t()m house in transit, as it were. 

Mr. Miles of Alberni did not come to 
town for tlie special purpose of prospect- 
ing the city streets, lliavirfit iiere was 
occasioned by the lac^t that lie had a 
shipment of ore from his West Coast 
properties for treatment at the metallur- 
gical works. Naturally he carries his 
little hammer wherever he goes, and it 
was to lie expected that while be sat 
down on the edge of the sidewalk to 
await the coming of hia car he shculd 
amuse hiniEclf by testing tlio rock con- 
tiguous, as it were, and close at hand. 

The gold-bearing ([uartz was espied in 
the facing of a big stone tliat serves as a 
pathway where tlie sidewalk divides on 
the north side of Courtney street to per- 
mit of a wairon-way extending to tlie 
rear of the Windsor hotel— a ))oiut now 
marked by a discovery post bearing the 
inscription : 

" No. 1. Initial post, Douglas claim. 

" Located h-epteniber LI, IStl". 

" Locator- -William Milea. 

" Seven hundred and fifty feet to the 
right and 760 feet to the left of location 
line." 

Bv curious coincidence, Mr. William 
Lorfmer, at just about the same time 
that Mr. Miles made his discovery, 
noticed, while standing in the door of 
the Province otliee, a line piece of ore 
ahowinir every indication of gold. A 
pocket microscope waa all that waa ro- 
(inired to demonstrale its value, the yel- 
low metal showing plainly in a rather 
dull-looking bit of rock. 1-ong experi- 
ence told him he had a good thing, and 
lie de dded to camp on it. But — cruel 
disapijointmeut ! When he returued 
with a few friends not a cjuarter 
of any hour later, it was all staked oil'. 
Another man had got in before him. A 
post on the lower end of Courtney street, 
about ten or fifteen feet from the water- 
front and immediately back of the new 
post office, bears almost the same in- 
scription as the ' discovery post, only 
that the ciaim extends each side—north 
and south of the discovery line 750 feet. 
Up on Douglas street, wedged in against 
a picket fence, is a third post, conspicu- 
ous by its newness, whose inscription 
differs only from tlie others by the words 
"No. 1 post lies 1,500 feet west." 

The " mine " having been discovered 
now awaits recording and to have the 
sanction of the city authorities p/vsaed 
on it as a legal property before develop- 
ment work can lie prosecuted. This Mr. 
Miles di(J as much as he could towards 
securing yesterday. To-morrow he will 
endeavor to have the jjroperty recorded, 
and if liis plana are successful he will 
commence active work on his proBf)Cct. 
He speaks of it as being aseooda propo- j 
sition as he wants to get, and says ttiat , 
although the ledge extends under in- ' 
numerable buildiags and through as i 
many celhira, he will liave no diflicul y, 
in prosecuting tho work without molesi- 
iag or d is tu riling anyone, and wittiout iti- 
fringint; on any one's rights in partii u- 
lar. If the nece.-aary iierniigsioii cm 
lie obtained he will doubtless put a liList 
of powder in the rock po an to let tlie 
people see to better advantage what kind 
of a mine he has. | 

It waa an interesting and amusing 
sight to see the little band of curious 
folk examine the rock yesterday. The 
indispensable irlass waa of course in 
liand,andone by one each dropped on 
all fours to get a glimpse at the magic 
little yellow streaks which were causing 
all the escitepaent. It was like a con- 
gregation of devout Mohammedans at 
the sunset hour. 

To see all this in a place where 
lU'deBtrians pass to and fro by the hun- 
dreds every day was still more remark- 
aide, vlooil I'resbytermna going to 
and from the kirk to-day cannot 
helj) inspecting tho mine to a more 
or less extent, for they cannot help 
trampling on it. Teamsters can linrdly 
avoid passing over some of the precious 
metal in troing up or down Courtiiey 
street. Workmen on the new post office 
can look down upon it and see all opera- 
tions likely to be conducted lor some 
time to come. 

An assay of the quartz will be made 
immediately and the results will be 
awaited with a keen Interest. As yet 
there is no telling how far the ore vein is 
traceable, for as nhove stated the ledge 
runs under buildingH of all proportions 
and pretensioiirj.

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FOETUNES CLOSE AT HOME. 

Auriferous Alberni Gives Yet Further Indi- 
cations of Its Hidden Wealth. 

Mr. H. E. Newton, one of the gentle- 
men interested in the Golden Eaijlo 
property at Alberni, arrived from the 
mine yesterday after having spent a 
week lookine over the work done and 
reports tliat a contract has now been let 
for the driving of a six hundred foot 
tunnel. 

Situateil twenty-six liunilred feet 
above sen level the Ciolden JOagle shows 
at a liistance of sixty feet from the fiice 
of the clill' an eight-foot seam of refrac- 
tory ore, very sicuiliir to the Trail Greek 
ores, and it le expected that at about GOO 
further another vein which is now 
dipping ill that direction will be found 
to have amalgamated witli the main 
seam. It is proposed to treat the ore on 
the spot, and if the present showing is 
maintained a concentrating plant will be 
erected on the property. The assays ob- 
tained of the ore at sixty feet show an 
average result of ifiO per ton. It is also 
proposed to treat the ores by a eyanitle 
or chlorinide process, the ueceeeary 
plant In all likelihood being estahlisbed 
on what is known as the Uolden Kagle 
flat, the ore being transported probiUdy 
by means of an aerial tramway to that 
point from the mouth of tht! tunnel. 

Mr. Xewton says that the rumora 
wliicli were circulated to the ellV't^t that 
the vein on the property was pinching in 
have been altogether disj)roved by the 
work wliich has already been done, ami 
he feels ijuite siitialied from what he 
has seen on this visit that there is no 
danger of any such thing. 

The Golden lOagle is owned by London 
capitalists, of whom Mr. Newton is one, 
and abundance of capital is ready for in- 
vestment at the proper time if the 
present good showing be maintained. 
There is great need for an extension of 
the new government road, which is now 
completed from the canal to. Mineral 
fclill, several other very likely properties 
bein< now untouched owinj; to tho ditfi- 
uuities met with in the transportation of 
the necessary supplies. 

Three shifts are now being worked on 
the Golden iOagle, and ilevelopinent 
work will be iirocerded with rafiidly. 

On the way out Mr. Newton jiaid a 
visit to the Consolidated luiiiea on 
Mineral Hill, and was thoroughly satis- 
lied that this is a valuable property. 
He says that lie conscii-'iit iou.-^ly believes 
it will be a very productive mine, and 
he brought away with liim several rich 
samples of free gold. 

A contract to run a .'lO-foot tunnel on 
the north drift of ttie Consolidated 
Alberni mine has been awarded 10 .Swan- 
son and Bennit, of Alberni, and addit- 
ional men have been engaged for general 
development work. Mr. James Moir, the 
superintendent of the mine sent the fol- 
lowing message to the company: 

" VVe are bringing ore down to-day on 
Ledge No. 2 C, It is looking well, and 
has steadily improved from the surface. 
It now shows a |)ay streak two feet wide, 
an increase of nearly six inches since 
.Mr. Hayward left three days ago, and 
the value is improving pro rata. I am 
very pleased to be able to send you this 
news."

"SO.VE FINANCIAL INSTANCES. 



Uiider the above headiiii; an article 
ajppeared in the Coliinihian of September 
7 dealing with the conversion of the old 
provincial loans. It begins with the 
aaaertion that the government desiree 
the question, as to whether Bttch conver- 
sion has or has not resulted in loas to 
the province, to be relegated to experts. 
There never baa Ijeen anything in the 
action of the government to suggest tliia 
but on the contrary the Minister of 
Finance has repeatedly in the liouae 
and on public platforms carefully ex 
plained the reason for the conversion, 
the method of carrying it out and its 
eflect. I'robably the public generally 
understand the subject fully aa well, or 
indeed very much belter than the writer 
of the article referred to. 

Credit, however, should be given to 
thia writer for the improvement in the 
tone of his article over that of those gen- 
erally appearing in the Columbian. In 
deed it may be said to be the first legiti- 
mate and fair criticism of the govern- 
ment's doings that has appeared in that 
])a[)er, or any of the opposition press. It 
is almost the first time that an article 
referring to the government has appear 
ed in the Columbian without any charge 
■of rascality or boodling against some of 
the ministers. 

The article ia plausible when regarded 
from the writer's position, but is evi- 
dently written more with the view of 
prejudicing the public against the gov 
ernment than of giving lucid and useful 
information, and it will be found on ex- 
amination to be badly aatray in the most 
important points, and is consequently 
misleading. 

It states that the I-'inance Minister's 
whole idea in the jjuicliaae of the old 
loan was to lind out at what price the 
holders would eell and make bis bid 
high enough. Probably the Columbian 
does not know that in such a transaction 
aa that in ([uestiori, wlierein it was pro- 
j)OBed to purchase a loan bearing G per 
cent, interest by giviiii; in exchange 
bonds bearing 3 per cent., there is a 
recognized plan for ascertaining exactly 
■what is the parity of the two, that this 
calculation is made by an actuary and ia 
iadiaputable in its correctness. This 
course was taken in regard to the British 
C-)lumbia loans. 

Ti e Columbian goes on to say tliat 
the offer made by the [■"inauco Minister 
was too high and continued too long, and 
that the reason the excessive price did 
not induce the holders to sell was be- 
cause BO much of the old Icana was held 
89 trust funda. Thia will hardly be ac- 
cepted by any business man. Ft is 
equivalent to saying that if an offer ia 
made to buy a lot of goods at ii mnch 
higher price than they were worth, the 
holders of the goods would not sell be- 
cause the goods were stored away. The 
actual facts are that the ofTer was based 
on the correct value and the holdera of 
the old loans did not consider it good 
enough, and conBe(iueiitly not half of 
the old loans liave been converted. The 
object of the conversion scheme was, 
however, attained, as will be explained 
below : 

The Columbian says that the govern- 
ment ia entitled to no credit for the im- 
proved standiug of the province as 
shown by the rise in the loans, and that 
Bucli rise waa to be expected because of 
railway connection with the East. It 
forgets that this connection existed in 
ISOi. It further eaye that owins; to the 
inUmanagementand extravaganueof the 
({••vernment no such improvement in the 
pi',iViQcial credit has taken place. To 



aad not by the improved credit of the 
province. It also citea Mr. Sword's ob- 
servation in the legislature that the rise 
In the value of British consols was much 
greater in\he same time, these standing 
at 05,3.1 in lSi)L, OR'.j in 189,3, and lOS in 
1S95. From thia it ia argued that the 
province received really a lower relative 
price at 95 in 1895 than at 86 in 1891. 
Whether thia is a wilful misstatement, 
or an unintentional error, we do not 
know ; but it is a serious error. Let us 
examine his figures ; 
The B. C, loan in 1891, SO, 
The B. C, loan in 1893, 91. 
Increase nearly 5^.1 per cent. 
Consols in 1S91, i)ui{ per cent. 
Consols in 1893, 9S>^ per cent. 
Increase barely 3 per cent. 
The B.C. loan in 1895 waa at 95, an 
increase of lO'.J over 181)1. 

Consols in the same time advanced to 
lOG'.j or an inereaao of 11 

At present B.C. 3 per centa. are at 103 
an increase of nearly 10 per cent, since 
1891, while consols have advanced in the 
same time from !>5^i' to 1127,;' or a little 
over 17 per cent. 

Time comparing the Jiritieh Cohiiiibia 
loans with the Imperial funda tboy have 
increased a greater degree; in value. 

It ia therefore clear that our credit has 
eteailily improved during the period re- 
ferred to. True the issue of 1895 shows 
a slightly less advance than British 
consols at the s.Tine date, ljut this arose 
from a cause that the Finaneo Minister 
has (retiueiilly referretl to. The inten- 
tion wag to make tliat issue at 9(1'.^ or 9(i, 
but owing to the seurrilloua letters from 
British Columbia that found their 
way into some London papers 
juBt before the issue was made, 
charging the membera of the 
overnment with being unprincipled 
bootllers, who were trying to raise aloan 
for their own Eollish ends, it was found 
neceaaary to reduce the price to 95, thus 
canaing a loas to the province from these 
cowardly charges of from $20,000 to 
M.OOO. 

It can hardly be necessary to explain 
again the reason for the conversion ol 
the old loans, but aa the Columbian re- 
fers to it the facta may as well bo stated. 
In ISOl the province had really no credit 
on the London market. Its loans bad 
been diaposcd of privately and were 
held privately. There was no stock to 
deal in. The 1SS7 loan at 4'.< per 
cent, waa sold at 9S; to be equivalent to 
this tiie 3 per centa of 189L aliould only 
have brought G'J, To get a loan on the 
London market the issue must be ])ublic 
and large enough to make a market and 
be constantly dealt in. To effect this at 
the lowest cost possible it was decided to 
buy up enough of the old loans and by 
converting them into .S per centa make 
the amount large enough to bo dealt 
with generally in the Stock ICxobaiige. 
The very announcement of thia plan in 
London brought British Colambia stock 
into notice and enabled the government to 
issue the stock at what was then thought 
to be an extraordinary low rate of inter- 
est for a province, and obtain so large a 
price for it aa S5, 

The object of the conversion was thus 
attained, as the arrangement to convert 
gave our credit a public position, and its 
eQ'ect is that it enables the province to 
borrow money at the very lowest rate 
going, and in euch a public manner aa 
to prevent any possibility of collusion or 
fraud, as could ao eaaily be perpetrated 
under the olil system. Tliia plan has 
been ao successful that the province now 
elands on the highest notch of credit, 
and can obtain all the money it requires 
in reason. 

The Finance Minister stated when the 

Inscritjed Loan Act waa introduced in 
ISIU that it would coat something to 
ellect its object. Ho liaa ahvayH said 
the same thing, but the good arising 
from tlie plan haa been worth much 
more than the cost and the goad ed'ect ia 
far reaching. The expense attending 
converaion ia now over, and all our 
future loana can be made without difli 
culty at a coBt to the province of only ;

A FARCE IN POLITICS, 



We are a little sorry to jirint the letter 
of Hon. D. W. Iliggina to-duy, but jier 
liapa it is time to ring down tlie curtain 
on a ludicrons farce in politica, to which 
the public have been treated during the 
last two weeks. It was oar intention to 
have poatponed the denouement for a 
few days longer, but since the News 
Advertiser has declared the redistribu- 
tion of ISOO to bo the " firat and iieces 
aary " isaue to be oonaiderctl in coiiiiec 
tion with the election of IS'.JS, perhaps 
it ia juet as well to have the full absurd- 
ity of the claim shown at once. Wo 
have already pointed out why it is non- 
sense to hold Hon. Mr. Turner and his 
colleagues reaponaiblo in 1897 for what 
Hon. Mr. Robaoii and his colleagues did 
in 1890. Now, when we state the addi- 
tional fact that what Hon. Mz. Bobsou 



in 1894. It is not now the law of the 
province; it has not beer the law of the 
province for three yeara; no living being 
wants it to be the law of the province, 
and no one thought when it was adopt- 
ed that it would be the law ol the pro- 
vince for any length of lime. As a mat- 
ter of fact it only was in force during 
one election, namely, that of 1890, the 
year in which it was framed. 

The farce which has tlnis been brought 
to n conclusion may be recapitulated. 
Some two weeka ago, the Colonist said 
that the Columbian'a hostility to the 
provincial ad miniatratioii waa due to 
" an accident of politica." This waa re- 
sented by our contemporary, which told 
ua that it surrendered government 
" ])ap " because it could not approve of 
the rediatribulion plan of 1S90, and it 
called upon the Coi.om.st to defend that' 
plan, claiming that this waa the point 
where the catalogue of misdeeds, for 
which the Turner administration is to 
bo smashed, began. Wo declined to dis- 
cuss thejdan of 1890, on the ground that 
it waa ancient history, but admitted that 
ifany wrong had been done any locality by 
reason of that plan havini; been in opera- 
tion, it was the duty of Mr, Turner and 
his colleagues to have remedied it. Xo 
instance of such a wrong waa cited ; but 
first the Times, then the Columbian and 
later the News-Advertiser proceeded to 
the congenial task of holding the Col- 
onist up to Hcorn and contempt and all 
that fiurt of thing. The Columbian did 
rather a clever thing. It got the two 
great opposition lumiuariea just men 
tioned and all the lesser members of the 
tribe assailing the Coloxist for not get 
ting into a controversy with it over the 
merits of the isane upon which it sacri 
deed ita pap, Thia was aometbing to be 
proud of, but there waa a fly in the oint- 
ment in the shape of the CoLo.si.sr's re 
fusal, and even the satisfaction of hav 
ing led ita political collaborateurs into a 
ghost dance over the dead issnes of 1890 
doea not quite compensate for its failure, 
The result of the performance is aa 
oUows : The opposition have got them- 
selves into a poaition from which they 
cannot retreat with honor and from 
which thoy cannot advance without dia- 
aster. They have made rodiHtrilnition 
their chief plank. Aa we have pointed 
out redistribution means an increase of 
the membership of the legislature or the 
deprivation of some of the constituencies 
ol their present representation. J^efort- 
they appeal to the people for sujjport 
they must tell which ol tliesa courses 
they propose to adopt. If the member- 
ship ia to be increased, to what districts 
will the new members be apportioned? If 
the membership is to be decreased what 
districts shall be deprived of representa- 
tion"? It ia right to know tbeae things 
btdorutbc election ao that the people may 
know what they are votini; on. Then 
the time when the redistribution is to 
take place is important. Being a plank 
in the platform of a party which expects 
to take power in 1898, the redistribution 
can certainly not take place before 1S99. 
Xow we submit that if certain diatricta 
are to be deprived of repreaentatives in 
1899, they ought to know it in 1S9.S ao 
that they can vote on the question. 
Again, when will the redistribution of 
1899 take efTect? If in 1899, then we 
will have a new election in that year, 
and it ia right that men who are candi- 
dates in ISliS should know whether or 
not they are going to be called upon to 
vote tlieinselveB out of the let'ialature tliH 
next year. If the rediatribution is not 
to take effect until 1902, that ia at the 
expiry of the legislature to be elected 
next year, it ia decidedly premature to 
talk about it now, for no living man can 
pretend to say what tlio iiopiilation of 
liritisli Columbia will beor in what parts 
of the province it will l)e in 191)2. hinrely 
the opposition, when they make redis- 
tribiilion the first and chief plank in 
their platform, are in duty bound to 
take the public into their confidence on 
these points. 

This is the position into which our 
opposition friends have got themselves 
by following the lead of the Columbian, 
which was ao eager to have a discussion 
over what was a matter purely personal 
to itself. We feel quite well pleased 
with the altuation, and shall watch with 
great pleasure to see how they will con- 
duct themselves under the circum 
Btances. They cannot dodge this issue, 
tor they themselves have made it

long antocedont to the oldest civilization 
of Kgypt. We have jiointed out in pre- 
vious articles how the discoveries in Ba- 
bylon give us a skeleton of the history of 
that part of the world, back as far at 
least as ten thousand yeara. Mankind 
in the Euphrates Yallay had then ad- 
vanced considerably above the Stone 
Age. It is necessary, however, to be on 
our guard against drawing coucluaions 
from insufficient data, There ia noth- 
ing inconsistent in the existence of a 
camparatively high civilization in Asia, 
and of a lower order a thousand ni iles 
distant in Africa. Suppose some catas- 
trojjhe should overwlielm this whole Pa- 
uilic Northwest and blot out even the 
memory of ita inhabitants, and that cen- 
turies hence men ahould uncover such 
evidence of our present condition as 
should stand the wear and tear uf time. 
The ruina of Victoria, the crude imtile- 
ments of tlie Northern Indian tribca, the 
relics of the Klondyke and those of the 
Lskimoa might seem to the diacovurers 
fcvideuce of the condition of the popula- 
tion here at different and widely separ* 
ated periods. Indeed the overthrow of 
our present condition would sink into a 
common oblivion evidences of the 
.Stono Age.of avery primitive civilization 
and ol the highest civilization. We know 
tir.it these conditions are contemporary, 
Init the acieutillc inveatigatiou of a hua- 
ured centuriea after audi a catastrojilie 
mightttrace out of the ruins of 1807 the 
history of mankind from the primeval 
civilization of the ICskimo, through the 
Stone Age of the Copper River Indiana, 
and the crude but more advanced con- 
dition of the IClondykera up to the high 
civilization which erected the parlia- 
ment building, and learned societies 
might debate how many thousands of 
centuries must have elapsed between the 
time of the Eskimo, who knew nothing 
of permanent atructure, to that of the 
architect and builders of the splendid 
edilice acrosa James' Bay. Therefore, it 
ia not wise to conclude that the i)al.i-3- 
litliic city of Somaliland ia necessarily 
very much older than Babylon. 

That which makes it probable that 
such cities aa that now discovered, and 
other survivals of a Stone Age, are very 
ancient, is that there are no traditions 
extant regarding them. We know how 
long people preserve traditions, yet in 
many parts of the world are monuments 
of a comparatively high civilization, and 
yet the people living in the immediate 
vicinity have no traditions reearding 
them. Such monuments exist in Luropo, 
.\Bia, Africa and America. We think 
there are more of them in .South Am- 
erica and Africa than elsewhere. The 
statuea of Easter Island belong to the 
same class. Of these monuments, which 
vary from ilint arrow tips to mammoth 
pyramids, there are absolutely^no ex- 
planatory traditions whatever. The in- 
ference from this seems to be that some 
great catastrophe visited the earth ten 
thousand years or more ago, and 
completely de|)opulated large areas 
of it, the j)lace of the vanished 
racea having been taken by emigrants 
from other quarters of the globe, where 
the ruin was less complete. The emi- 
grants brdught with them the traditions 
of their ancestors before the great cataa- 
tro|)lie, wdiich traditions we i:all mytho- 
logy, but they knew nothing about the 
ancient inhabitants of the lands to 
which they came, and hence their legends 
are silent as to the ruined cities, the 
moss-covered pyramids, the stone im- 
plements and other relics to be found in 
the landa which their descentlants now 
occupy. In this way only does it seem 
possible to account for the non-oxistence 
of traditiona regarding the ataluea of 
Faster Island, the luaiumoth pyramids 
of Guiana, the hieroglyphics of Central 
America, the ruined fortifications of 
South Africa, the Stone Age city of 
.Somaliland and many other Ihinge. 

Granting the occurrence of such a 
cataBlroi)he, the natural query would 
bo: What waa its nature? Was the 
atory of the Deluge of which Greek poetry 
tells a recollection of it? Did the writer 
of the account of the Flood, preserved in 
Gonosia, refer to it? Are our Coast tra- 
ditions of the Anger of the Great Spirit 
a fantastic conception of it? Waatlua 
cataatrophe " the Darknesa of the God " 
of which the Norse legends tell? It has 
been suggested that the story of Job is 
founded on it, and it may be that the 
Fall of Man and hie expuleion from 
Eden form simply one tradition of it, 

While no date can be a88ign(!d to thia 
cataatrophe, and wdiile ita nature must 
bo purely a matter of eurmiao until more 
ovidonce ia brought to light, we think 
the occurrence of such acatastropbe may 
bi regarded aa proved. We are living in 
its shadow to-day. Geology tells us 
that the Ice Age— the Great Winter of 
the Siwash legends — haa not yet wholly 
passed. The remaina of some of the 
glaciers are left. About fifty years ago 
a great ice barrier which had blocked 
the east coast of Greenland gave way 
and has never been renewed. ;The grip 
of the Ice King ia graduf<lly being 
loosened from the Northern Hemis-

The visit of Captain Phillippa-Wolley 
to .Slucan City has been productive of 
much good. While the reports as to 
conditions prLA-ailing there were some- 
what exaggerated, the situation was 
(juite eorioud enough to demand the 
most careful investigation. So far the 
sanitary arrangements of Slocan City 
are of tiie most priinitivo character, and 
tlie presence of typhoid in an aggravat- 
ed form was only wiiat was to have been 
expected. Under tlie advice and super- 
vision of Captain Phillipps-WoUey many 
improvements have been made that will 
tend to check further inroads of the dis- 
ease and eventually stamp it out alto- 
gether. Old wells were filletl up, lime 
was used in abundance to disinfect 
plague spots all over the place, and a 
new water supply for Slocan City was 
located at Brandon. Since the wells 
have been filled up not a single new case 
of typhoid has developed. 

On the rejiresentation of Captain Pliil- 
Hpps-Wolley to the government, an hos- 
pital has been opened at New Denver, 
an empty hotel having been fitted up to 
all'ord ai'nple accommodations for fever 
patients. All the doctors are accorded 
equal privileges so far as medical atten- 
tion is concerned, and the government 
has made most generous provision for the 
maiutenauce of this hospital, paying the 
rent therefor and providing an adeiniate 
staO' of trained nurses. This has met 
with the general approval of the people 
of the Slocan district, who have been 
constantly menaced with the pri-senceot 
contagious diseases, brought about by 
lack of observance of sanitary laws anil 
contempt for constituted autholit)', 

CajUain Phillipps-Wolley found it a 
little ditlicult to regulate matters at 
Sandon. The people there do not seem 
to fully realize'the fact that violation of 
nature's laws means prejudice to health. 
Twelve cases have been prosecuted un- 
der the health act and nine convictions 
secure, hut there is yet much to be done 
in order to obtain the best results. The 
water at Sandon is rather better than at 
other places in the Kootenay and there 
is a sewerage system already provided 
by nature. 

The great need of the Slocan district 
seems to be a stipendiary ningistrato who 
will perform his duties without fear or 
favor. Under the existing condition of 
affairs it is an exceedingly difficult matter 
to prosecute violations of the health act. 
The iu8ti('es of the peace are reluctant 
about sitting in judgment on their 
neighbors, with whom they are closely 
associated in business and in asocial 
way. The result is that a fearless ad- 
ministration of tlie law is.difficult to get 
at. The government should appoint a 
man who has enough individuality to 
act independently in order that the law 
with regard to health may be properly 
enforced. 

It is pleasing to know, in any event, 
that health conditions throughout the 
country are not nearly so serious as le- 
ported, and no doubt this is due in a 
great measure to what has already been 
done in the way of careful inspection and 
sanitary regulations. — Nelson Economist.

THE KAISER HISSED. 

Bavarians Hoot Him on the Streets of 
Nuremberg. 

Berlin, Sept. 11.— This week the ever- 
boiling pot of German politics contained 
political developments for which the 
army man(cuvres are an excuse, although 
everything was done at Hamburg. 
The Hamburg mamuuvres are uni- 
versallv declared tn liave been a 
failure' bv the military spectators. 
Except in'somo particiilar.s, tlio original 
plan, so iar as the main stragetical and 
the actical features are concerned, was 
not carried out. There were almost in- 
cessant rains and a number of cloud 
bursts over the manci'iivres territory, 
rendering the employment of cavalry, 
in which there are usually large contin- 
gents, impossible, and preventing the 
artillery from playing a decisive part. 
The armv bicvclists in spite of the bad 
weather and terrible roads, proved be- 
yond question their splendid availability 
forcaiiipaign purposes. The unpopularity 
of the Kmperorin Bavaria was strikingly 
manifeated at Nuremberg, While pass- 
in" through the streets in company with 
the Prince Regent of Bavaria, Emperor 
William was verbally insulted several 
times by persons in the crowd. One 
man shouted : " We want no Prussians 
in Bavaria." Arrests were made but the 
real culprit escaped. At Wurseburg, 
Bavaria, a number of persons were ar- 
restctl on the charge of high treason. 
The prisoners included a young German- 
American lady, Annie Funk, of Cleve- 
land, Ohio.

The following letter 
by the Colonist : 

Pour Tow.NsicND, Sept. 10. 
To Tin: Kunou: — I have before me a 
copy of your paper of September 9, with 
the article about the Bristol-Kugene 
affair. There was no intention to violate 
any customs regulations of the Canadian 
authorities. The entering of Victoria 
harbDr was to make fast to the Bristol, 
and we were hailed from the dock and 
told to come in within hailing distance 
but to throw out no lines nor to touch 
the dock. Why the captain went in at 
all I do not know, but suppose it was iu 
response to a telegraph order from the 
manager at Victoria to be over there to 
make fast to the Bristol at a.m., and 
getting outside tiie harbor at :3i} a.m. 
he may have supposed they wanted him 
to come inside, and he went within hail- 
ing distance to find out. As to going 
into Comox, we were simply towed in 
there, and the fault, if any, lies with the 
captain of the Bristol. Mr. liowe, tlie 
customs otlicer thtre, came aboard, ex- 
amined into the status of the atl'air 
and cleared the boat, accepting a 
fee. At 10 p.m. of the same day, 
or about that hour, he again came 
aboard, and the manager being aboard 
of the Eugene at that time he asked the 
privilege of examining the papers he 
had given him, giving his word to re- 
turn them as soon as he had examined 
them. However, as soon as he had them 
safely in his bauds, he laid down the 
money he had previously accepted and 
said he would keep the papers. 

It is a matter of great surprise that a 
man tn hie position should obtain pos- 
session of papers by those means. In 
regard to the action of Captain Lewis, in 
going out as he did with the boat, 1 am 
not fully advised, but understand that 
he was advised to do so and that the 
matter would he settled fieforo the Bris- 
tol left, and I subse(iuently understood 
that it was, though do not know that it 
was done. Those " iiassengers " that 
you speak of on the ICugeiie were tlie 
regularly enrolled crew of the Eugene, 
and the boat was running rather stiort- 
handed as it was. It was never intend- 
ed or expected tluu we would be towed 
out to sea from Queen L'harlotte's Soiiiul, 
hut up through tne inside passage and 
through Croes' .Sound. 1 never sup- 
posed that the boat could stand the l,:!0(i 
miles from Queen Charlotte's Sound 
to Aniinak pass. Had the blow came 
one day later, the Eugene would have 
gone to the bottom before a port could 
have been reached. It was Capt. Lewis, 
altera careful examination of the boat's 
working in the choppy seas, that first 
Hiiggefltcd that she could not stand many 
hours of such pounding as her bow was 
receiving as she came down iroiii risiiii; 
on a wave. 'J'lie Eugene leaks but very 
little while lying at anchor, or, at least, 
not to an extent that cculd be at all 
called dangerous; but when in tow uf

such a large and powerful steamer as the 
Bristol, ic does strain her until she leaks 
quite freely. As to Van Ness and his 
armed men taking charge of the boat the 
night before we left Alert Bay, I knew 
nothing of it until the following morn- 
ing, and we on the Eugene were not 
aware of Mr. McFarland's attempted 
escape until after it occurred, though 
McFarland had asked permission ol me 
to sleep in a stateroom on the Eugene. 
This I permitted, as I understood that 
the Bristol was liable to leave for St. 
Micliael'a the next morning early and 
leave the Eugene behind, and Mr. Mc- 
Farland did not wish to go unless the 
Eugene could make tho trip also. 

On the day we left Alert Bay bound 
for Victoria, Mr. Van Ness came aboard 
with a party of armed men to take 
charge of the boat, and I sent a written 
protest to Captain Molntyre of the 
Bristol against armed passengers coming 
from his boat and taking my boat by 
force. I also protested against being 
pulled into Victoria as it seemed to be 
against Canadian laws to be even towed 
into one of their ports by a British 
steamer paid for towing. 

Upon what grounds the Eugene was 
seized, the collector, Mr. Rowo, never 
vouchsafed an explanation, and 1 am 
yet in ignorance of the exact nature of 
oiiroU'enee. I do know that any viola- 
ti)ns were done in ignorance, and a 
British Bleamor not a good many thou- 
sanil dollars for work that would jjrob- 
ably have been givon to an American 
steamer had it been known that she 
would have towed ue into so many ditli- 
culties with your government. I 
hope to be able to adjust these 
diflerence in an amicable way. 
I was on the boat in the capacity of 
([uartermaster or second mate, my duties 
being to help steer, and I am also on the 
boat as part ownA and manager for the 
owners, the Yukon Transportation Co., 
of Portland, Or. The Mctinires and Mc- 
Farland simply have the use of the boat 
to Dawson City, providing she could 
stand the trip, they or their company 
nvniiig no interest in the steamer or her 
'iiuipinent whatever. As it seemed to 
bo an iill'ense to bo towed into a Cana- 
liaii pjrt, I did object to being taken in 
there, and when the Bristol's line slip- 
ped off of the Fhigene's bits when the 
alter boit took a sheer in a tide rip, I 
was more than willing to have her turn- 
ed towards Roche harbor. Everyone 
knows where the vessel now is and if the 
passengers think they have any claim 
against her, they can make that claim in 
the United States as well as in Victoria. 
The future of the Eugene's movements 
are a little uncertain, but she will stnv 
here until the "late unpleasantness " is 
settled. 

1 wish to say one thing though; tho 
Fugeiie is a new boat, being built in 
lh',11 for a light draught boat on the 
upper Willamette river, and considered 
to be tho heat light draught boat there, 
carrying SO tons of freight with a draught 
of 21 inches. Also, I do not know in 
what ])articular we are an "outlawed 
craft," though I will admit that I do 
not care by what names the boat is 
called, I do know that we have a clear- 
ance from the customs officers at this 
place, so If she is an outlaw from Cana- 
dian ports she is not in American, and if 
possible I intend to clear her from that 
charge in Canadian ports, no violation 
having intentionally been made. I am 
ignorant of customs laws, having done 
my steainboating on inland waters, and 
depending on the captain and our chart- 
erers to keep within ciifltonis regulations. 

I was in command of tiio Eugene on 
the Willamette and am again in com- 
niand at this port. Respectfully,

Steamer " Alaskan " Again in Ser- 
vice—The Water Journey 
Commenceil. 



General Superintendent Marpolo, 
Chiet ]Cni;ineer IX. ,T. Cambio and Su- 
perintendent E. J. Ducbeanay, all of the 
Pacific division ei the Canadian Faciiic 
'Railroad, who came over from the Main- 
land on Friday evening and returned 
last night, acconiplislied during their 
Bhort Btay here a vast ninouut of busi- 
ness. And business of f;reat importance 
to the province and to Victoria particu- 
larly. 

The conetruclion of a railroad from 
Telegraph creek, at the head of naviga- 
tion on the Stiukeen, to Tesiin lake was 
the special bueincas they had in view, 
and to-morrow J-lugineer Duchesnay 
leaves Vancouver on the Princess Louise 
witti a party to make the preliminary 
survey for the road. 

Mr. Duchesnay is well known in con- 
nection with the C.P.R., having been 
engaged as one of tlie surveyors for the 
building of the main line over twelve 
yeara ago, and has taken a large part in 
the survey work whieb has been done in 
the extenaiona of the ayatemon the Paci- 
fic division. He will take with him 
Buppliea aufflcient to last for three or 
four months, but hopes to have the work 
-well completed in half that length of 
time. 

Hia party will consist of reliable half- 
breeds wlio are aocuslouied to the coun- 
try, and as he liimbclf has had a largo 
experience of Hiiiiiliir work in a similar 
climate, it is certain that the survey 
will be rushed through to completion 
without the loss of an hour's time. 

From the mouth of tlio Stickeeu the 
party will proceed by canoe to Telegraph 
Creek and will then select the most 
feasible and direct route to the lake. If 
time serves, an attempt will in all likeli- 
hood be made to get down to the lower 
end of the lake with a view of satiafyiug 
the surveyor upon the only question 
which contains tbe element o'f doubt in 
the proposed route to the Yukon via 
Lake Tesiin — the navigability of the 
Piootalinqua river. 

Mr. Marpole says that his company, 
ever rciuly and willing to recognize the 
need of railway transportation in newlv 
opened districts, will adhere to its well- 
eatabliehed policy iu regard to the Yu- 
Jton country, towards which there will 
undouljtedly be a heavy travel in the 
spring and summer next year and for 
Bome time to come. If tlie report of tbe 
engineer be favorable, the work will be 
proceeded with with all possible dee- 
patch and ruahed to as epcctly a comple- 
tion as will be permissible under the 
circumstances to be contended with. 

The officials of the company have for 
S'ime time been collecting all the reli- 
able (lata obtainable in regard to the 
Scickeen river route, and tlie favorable 
rejjnrts received, added to the other 
great consideration that the road will be 
an all-Canadian one^ has decided them 
upon the step now being taken. Of 
courfle neither Mr. Marpole nor Mr. 
Duchesnay have at present anything to 
eay as to tbe length of time likely to be 
required for the construction of the road, 
all depending upon the nature of the 
report made by Mr. Duchesnay on his 
return. 

But as they say, the C.P.R. has a 
reputation for loeing no time in the 
completion of anything they undertake 
and if, as is altogether likely, the coun- 
try between Telegraph creek and Tesiin 
lake presents no gigantic obstacles to 
the rapid building of the road it vrill be 
possible for intending \'ukonera to 
transport themselves and their outfits 
over at least some cnrsiderable portion 
of the distance on the iron road before 
winter of next year. 

Thanks to Iuh experience as an old 
campaigner in similar countries, Mr. 
Dncliesnay'H nutlit ia reiilele in every 
necessary detail and not cum liersome in 
any. Tlie great obji-ct to be attained in 
the work, second only to thoroughness, 
^vill he speed, a- the coiniiany recognises 
that i£ the work of construction be de- 
cided upon, the transportation of neces- 
sary material to the iiead of navigation 
must be accomplished at the earliest 
possible moment so as to allow the 
actual building to be commenced im- 
mediately the winter breaks \ip. 



LATEST NEWS FRO.M THE GATE- 
WAY. 

The Steamer " Alaskan " Again in Service 
—Down tbe River From Bennett 
Lake. 

Those who may be looking toward tbe 
Stickeen as one step in their journey to 
the Upper Yukon will be glad of tbe in- 
formatioa, contained in a letter to Mr. 
Joseph Clearihne, that the steamer 
Alaskan is again in service. This river 
l)i)at, owned by Mr. Callbreath, was re- 
]>orted ashore at last advices. Now she 
ifl running as usual, and when Mr. 
Clearihue's letter was mailed had just 
come up the river — on tbe Ctb Septem- 
l))r— bringing Mr. F. M. Yorke's party, 
their Hteamer and sawmill material, and 
the machinery. 

Mr. J. I. Seabrouk, writing to his 
mother from Lake Bennet on August 30, 
says: 

" This ia my last chance to write. To- 
morrow we set sail on the lake for God 
knows where. The weather is wet and 
very cold. We arrived at the lake 
A n;,'U6t 20, after one of the most danger- 
ous and hflzardoui trips ever undertaken 
bv man. We and only two other outfits 
that 1 have heard of have not through 
over the Skagway trail. 

" I'Vom the Dyea trail they average 
eight boats a day ; many of them have 
only 300 to 500 pounds to the man, and 
niit of l.nOO hur.-es oidy about L'O, [thiiJ;, 
bHVK reaidied the lake by tbe ISkagu/J.

UNWILLING VISITORS. 

The "BrIstoI.Eugene " Pas.senRers Are Still 
Tied Up in Victoria. 

There is nothing now to chronicle in 
regard to the dispute existing between 
the late jKiEsengers on the Uristoland 
the Portland Alaska Trading and 
Transjiortation Co., in which Messrs. F, 
C. Davidge et Co. occupy, aa it were, a 
third corner position. Mr. Maguire, the 
president of the Portland company, did 
iiot arrive yesterday aa it was hoped he 
would, but he is expected here ^to-day 
from the Sound. 

A rumor was current yesterday after- 
noon that tbe crowd were going to 
Wrancel on tbe Princess Louise which 
sails for that point on Monday, but in- 
(juiry at a late hour last night proved 
there to be no foundation for tbe rumor. 
One or two of the men may go, but there 
lias been no concerted ation in regard to 
it. Another plan has also been talked 
of on the outside, with some show of be- 
ing grounded ui)on fact, that the major- 
■ity of the crowd would make for the 
Copper river district and abandon the 
task of getting into the Yukon, hut that 
ulso upon investigation resolves itself 
into the expression by one or two of an 
inclination to try the Copper river coun- 
try. "Cyclone" White, of Seattle, 
worked up some enthusiasm about that 
region among some of the Bristol pas- 
sengers on their way heoce, but there ia 
no likelihood that anything will come of 
it at present. 

The secreta'-y of the board of trade re- 
ceived a reply to his message of inciuiry 
in regard to the position of the Eugene 
yesterday. Tbe little steamer has been 
released from seiznroby the Port Towns- 
end customs authorities, and is now free 
to go anywhere except to a British port. 
A meeting of the committee of the hoard 
of traile was ludd yesterday morning, 
but pending the arrival of ^ir. Maguire, 
it seemed that nothing could ho accom- 
plished, and no consultation waa ar- 
ranged between the committee and the 
poBsengers. 

Two of the men, L, C, Geerston and 
F. Schlegelmich, both of whom are 
shipwrights, have secured work with the 
C. P. N. Co, and leave here on the 
Danube to-day to assist iu tbe construc- 
tion of the ne;v boat that company pro- 
pose building at St, Michael's for the 
Vukon trade next year. The terms of 
their contract include their boartl during 
the winter, wages at ^l a day, and a free 
passage to Dawson City in the spring, so 
that with favorable conditions their 
time of tribulation seems to have come 
to an end. 

Captain Lewis of the Fugene is being 
lionized by some of theSounit papers for 
hia success in having, aa a Port Towns- 
end jiaper puts it, "saved hifl vestel 
from the clutcliea of the ilritish Colum- 
bia custom bouse otlicials." T!ie cap- 
tain says that he sneaked out of iJritish 
waters because he waa certain that he 
would not get justice there and that he 
would rather spend a few years in the 
penitentiary in the United States than 
give up his vessel to the Britishers. 

This would seem to prove that the 
captain has been given too mu?.li credit 
by the passengers on the Bristol who de- 
clared a few days ago that Captain Lewis 
was no " hawser cutter." The captain 
said when he whb boarded by tbe cus- 
toms oflicials at Port Townsend that he 
was " From Hell and Alert Bay." Some 
of tbe men who feel they have beeu de- 
liberately euchred by the caj)tain out of 
their only means of securing redress, are 
inclined to regret now that tho captain 
was allowed to escape from either of the 
places mentioned. 

A sturdy argonaut of '5S, resident in 
New Westminster, who took part in the 
rush from California to the gold fields of 
Cariboo, furnishes the following inter- 
esting reminiscence, which shows that 
the incident of to-day, in connection 
with the Vukon rush, is but another in- 
stance of history repeating itself in a 
measure: In 1.S58, during the rush from 
California to Cariboo, all the old steam- 
ers and floating coffins were put on the 
route to Fort Victoria (now Victoria), 
The owner of one line of steamboats was 
Commodore Wright, bfltter known as 
" liully " Wright. He fitted up the old 
steamer Commodore, and she was loaded 
up with passengers and freight, and so 
crowded that they had the horses on 
deck. When about ten hours out at sea 
from San l'>anciaco the old hulk sprang 
aleak, and all the horses and thi; deck 
load were thrown overboard and the 
Commodore taken back to^Saa Francisco, 
where she was grounded on the mud. 
" Bully " Wright went up town, hut the 
paspongnra refused to leave tbe ship. 
"Bully" came down from hiaofficeto 
" perauade " tliemtodoso. In the mean- 
time tbe indignant passengers had form- 
ed a vigilance committee and got a 
rope ready, and, when "Bully" came 
aboard, they seized him, and gave him 
the alternative of sending up to hia office 
for tho money to refund their lares, or 
bang from the yard-arm forthwith. Tbe 
men " meant business, " and without any 
unnecessary delay every passenger was 
paid back hia f.ire ou the deck of the 
steame r. 

That IS how tiie Old Cuard of the Car- 
iboo days settled the dilliculty that now 
confronts l\n: returned Bristol passenu- 
ers lit Victoria, but a similar solution is 
hardly practicable in tho circnmatances 
of the case.

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A By-Law 

To Regulate the Erection and continuance 
of wasli liouses, the Washing and drying 
of clotlies In the open air, and for com- 
pelling the removal of all structures 
within 40 feet of any street used for the 
purpose of -wasbinE and drying clothes 
in the open atr. 



WHEREAS It is deemed expedient that 
the regulations hereinafter contained 
faball be made : 

Therefore the Municipal Council of the 
Corporation or the City of Victoria oiiucts 
as follows:— 

1. No building of any icind sliall be used 
for a waah-house or laundry unleas umpli; 
provision is made for the drainage of all 
slops and materials used in wasliiiig, to the 
satisfaction of tlio Medical Health Ollicer 
or Sanitary Inspector for the time lieiny of 
the City. 

2. Tropcr wasliing tubs, or oilier recei)ta- 
cles for lioldiiig water and materials for 
washing clothes, shall be provided by the 
owner or licensee ofevery public wasli-liouse 
or liiiindry, ami every such lul> or otiier re- 
ceptacle shall be ii tied with waste pipes at 
least two inches in diameter, properly con- 
nected with tlie public sewers or drains to 
the satisfaction of the said Health Ollicer 
or Sanitary Inspector. 

M. The main waste pipe shall not be less 
than four inches in diameter and sliall, if 
inside tlie budding, be of extra heavy cast 
iron with littings to correspond; all branch 
waste pipes from washing tubs or other re- 
ceptacles shall not be less than two inches 
ill dianu ter; every such main waste pipe 
bliall linish above the main roof of the 
building as a ventilating pipe and shall be 
carried to a. lieiglit abo\ e all surrounding 
openings and windows. All branch waste 
pipes to tubs or other receptacles shall be 
titled with strainers so that no rags of any 
kind can pass tlirough. 

4. Should such main waste pipe be under- 
pi-ound and (lUtsirle the building, vitrified 
pipe of llie si/.e named may lie u^ed, except 
the vcntihiting pi]>e which must be l-iuch 
standard cast iron. 

5. All waste piiies from tubsoroiiier re- 
ceptacles sitall empty over the top of a 
proper vitrified grease trap, with at least 12 
inches removal grating on top and with 
sides huilt nil six inches witli no.nl brick 
and cement to jirevent splash above the top 
of said grease trap, (itherwisc a properly 
constructed lead grease trap may be used, 
of at least 12 inches diameter, wiUi a 4-incli 
removal siuuw cap and properly ventilated 
above ro«. 

(j. All buildings used as wash-houses or 
laundries shall be titled, in addition to the 
a'5o\ e-nii nlioneil innes, with jiroiier venti- 
lating pipes or shal'Ls of galvani/.cil iron, 21 
gauge, (if tlie size ol at least 12 inches in 
(liuiueter, which shall be carried above the 
main niof. The opening of such pipe or 
shaft sbiill be at least 10 f.'et above any 
opening or N^iudow in (he said huikiing. or 
in any adjoining buiUhng within M feet 
of such pipe or shaft so that all steam or 
oiiours may liave free access to the air 
wlthl)Utcan^ing a nuisance to the neighbor- 
IkjoiI. 

7. Ivvery tuliorotlier washing receptacle 
shall be furnished with a iiood which shall 
be [daeed over and be of sullicient size to 
envelop the same, utuJ shall be eonnecte'l 
with the main pipe or shaft by a |iipe id' 
sullicient cajiacity to catch and convey 
away all steam or odours arising from such 
tubs or washing receptacles. 

8. No wooden or other structure or erec- 
tion shall be crectc<l or constructed on the 

ijutsid<' of any building used as a wash- 
hniise or laundry, or on any jiorlion of any 
lot cr piece of ground used or occupied in 
connection with any wash-houscor laundry 
in anj- part of the Municipality, within 10 
feet id' (iTiy street or lli^•h^vay, for the pur- 
pose of, or that may be used for, the wash- 
ing, drying or airing in Ihe open air of any 
clothes, linens or other materials of a like 
nature. 

9. Ev<.ry wooden or other structure or 
erection now ercetetl or constructed, or in 
course of erection or coustruction, on the 
outside of any buitdiiig, or on any lot or 
lilece of I'riiund in any part of the Munici- 
pality, '.\r,lnn |ii i.ri i,f any street or liigh- 
way, l.ir tin- puiiMM- ..f. or that may be 
used for, Ihe washing, drying or airing in 
the open air of any clotheii, linen, or other 
materials of the like n:ilure. shall be forlh- 
willi pulled down aii.l M im ivi i I liy the ow n- 
er, lessee or oecii |iier, and .11 the event of 
the owner, lessee or occupier refusing or 
neglecting to pull down and remove such 
wooden or /.ither structure <ir erection, the 
I iirporaliiin of the I 'ity of N'iclnria may 
I' lU-e sucli v.'ooih'U i>r other ;.l rurl ii re or 
erection to b« pulled down and remov 
the expense of tlie owner, lessee or occujiier 
so refusing or neglecting to pull down the 
same, and may recover theexpenSc.thereof, 
w itli costs, in like manner as municipal

To Tin-; Editor: — I have read with 
pleasure tlio recommendatiotia of our 
newly a])pointed city Buperintendent of 
BcliooLs, and consider that lor the short 
time he liaa been in the employ, of llie 
board he Hueina to have grasped the 
situation thoroujibly and will doubtless 
prove of service in liie position. There 
is one Beiitetico, however, in his report, 
which is to say tlie least ambitruous, and 
that is when, he states " Llnder tho 
rules o( tlic hoard ail teacliera of the 
Higli school must be collegiate gradu- 
ates," etc. If the trustees of this city 
have laailti tliia rule, it is certainly not 
Itnown e.scopt nmonp; themselves. Un- 
der till" rules and regulations as pub- 
lished in the " Manual of School Law," 
every holder of a flrfit-cIaBS grade 
A certificate, whether he bo a 
College graduate or not, is eligible for 
appointment as principal or assistant in 
a High school. On referring to liie last 
annual'Bcliool report of the superintend- 
ent of education, I flntl that in tlie list 
of liolderB of Urst-ulass prude A. certili- 
cates, there are given the names 
of eeveral ladies and n greater 
number of (;ciitlBtneii who l;old the 
liiillieBt ccrtilicato that can he {^ranted 
in this province, and hence could be ap- 
pointed ae teachers in iJigh Echools. I 
oeem the foreRoing explanation to ho 
neceseary under tbe circurastanccs and 
only fair to tboae ladiea and geatlemen 
who by taking advanta&e of the instruc- 
tion given in our Bieb ecbdols, bave 
pursued tboir studies so Baccessfall; as 
to make themselves eligible aa teachers 
of hisjli Hchoolfl. Thou);h they cannot 
add Li. A. to their names, who will say 
tliat they are not as competent as gradu- 
ates until alter thoy have been tried? 

If the foreKoing statemenla are not 
correct, 1 request the superintendent of 
cJtication to state the law in the matter.

"Did you ever eee a man El;ot for de- 
eortion?" 

"Yc.a, SQvertd of them. The frr.st one 
wa.s :> luau of our brigade. Ho deported 
VN'hilo %Y0 were uoar FrGdericl.-.sbuiH and 
joined the Coutederato army. A few 
weeks before •nvo started for (-icttysburg 
a Confederate dewrter retujlifil tho liuea 
of another brigade ond was placnd nn- 
lier Ruard. A soldier of our brigade 
passin;^ that way euw tho Coufcdcrato 
and -WLiH .snr]iri.'--cd to find tliut lie -wa.s 
tlio ni.-in vrlio had deserted from bis 
i;onipaiiy a few weeks before. Found 
guilty, hG was sentenced to bo shot. 
The day npou whicli ho wus to die we 
were ou tlio way to PennaylTanio to 
iiclp iiRlit. tlie jjreat f.cciding battle. Tho 
dt'Hovter T.'ns placed ill an ambulance, 
by his cotiiu, that morning. At iioou, 
after hardtack, porlc and coffee, the 
bri;;ads formed three lines of a squaif, 
vviien the deserter was marched from 
riglit to left of tho liua »nd seated npou 
the cofliii. Twelve men were marched 
two or three roils from him. Tho officer 
gave tlio commaud, 'Ready, aim. lirol' 
The criminal fell back on his coffin, 
pierced by five or six hnllets. Tho bur- 
ial follo'Wed immediately, without serv- 
ice, and the brigade puUod out, the 
hand playinjj u <iuickstcp. 

"After tho battle of (Gettysburg, and 
when the Ftftli corps was cumped neat 
the Bappahannoolc river, in September, 
the -whole command -was formed ou 
three sides of a square, the cu-stomary 
formation, and witnessed tho shooting 
of live deserters.

He had overlooked 
tho ofTeu.so in Imudreda of iustanccs, 
hut tbe time had come when tho dis- 
cipline of tlio army demanded tho se- 
verest punishnient of soldiers foumi 
guilty of that crime. 

"Kreretary Stanton, for a year beforf 
Mr. Lincoln had refused to BO punifili 
deserlern, had pleaded with him to let 
tho law hnvo its way. Mr. Ktaiilon had 
told the president many a time that his 
soft heart wa.s spoiling the army and 
endangering tho life ol the nation, but 
Mr. Lincoln paid little heed nntil 18C3. 

' In some portions of tiia army it was 
tho cii.'.tom to haiig di seiter.s, hut iu 
most in.stances they wore shot, nnd in 
the prcsciico of their rospectivo coui- 
niiinils, a.s described. Tho effect was 
magical. De.sertions were little heard 
of for the nest few months. " — Cbicagc 
Times-Herald.

FIREMEN'S WATCHFULNESS. 



ii'alilts of TJsilance Thai PreTcnt b Oam« 
ratle's Sanger From Being: Overlooked. 

After two.scoro firemen had been tak- 
en uiicdusciouH from tho cellar of a 
hnruiiig building in Chambers street a 
curious citizen who wandered inside 
the flro lines asked: 

"How do they happen to know in all 
this confusion and noise that inoii sup- 
posed to bo figlitiug tiro in the cellar 
btive been overcome by sincko and are 
lying down there unconscious, and 
Iiow, too, with nearly 40 men rescued, 
ilo they know that there are not more 
men in tho collar in a similar predica- 
ment?" 

Uudcr tho circumstancoH tho question 
was perfectly natural. It was a dark 
night and the fact that tho electrio 
lights for a block east and west sputter- 
ed constantly instead of giving a steady 
light did not improve matters. All was 
rnufuRion around the burning building. 
Firemen were runiiiiig every which way. 
Policemen wire beating bade tlie crowd 
ivliich was .struggling to get near cucugU 
to fhe engine house to see the prostrate 
firemen within. Ambulances and fire 
engines blocked the street, and firemen 
were clambering over tlie roofs of ad- 
joining buildinqs, yelling hoarsely at 
one another and seeking places to light 
the fire. 

xiiiturally in all this confnsion it was 
a matter of wonder to one not familiar 

with the way.s of firemen how in the 
world tbey could tell wlietbcr or not 
any of their comra-Jes was in dauger. 
Thu cellar of tho building was full of 
thick, black smoke, which no man 
could live in oven for a short time, and 
bcsidcK tliat tho temperature was down 
to zero, for the firo ^vaa in a cold stor- 
a.^e warehouse and tho freezing rooms 
wort! iu the cellar. 

Tliero is a system in the firo depart- 
ment by which the men can keep track 
of ono another. The rule is for tbe men 
of each company to look out for the 
mcnihers of that company. This makes 
it comparatively easy for the men to 
keep trade of one another, for tlicro aro 
rtircly more tiuiu a dozeu meu in a 
company, ;ind each man in it knows 
about where bis comrtides aro working 
at a fire. 

The custom amoug tho men i.s to keep 
constantly inquiring for one anotlier. If 
Jones hasn't happened to see Smith for 
some time, bo immediately asks the 
first man of bis company that bo comes 
across where Smith is. If that man can't 
tell, tho inquiries ro on, and so a man 
can't bo missing for very lon^ without 
liis cciiirailcs knowing it. Then it is an 
ptisv matter to trace Smith to the last 
task lie was ordered to do, and as a rule 
be is liauled safely out of danger. From 
eoiislaiit usage tlie .'■ystcm Jias become 
almost perfect, and tlio cool courage 
that it lias developed liaa made tho de- 
partment one of tlio finest in the world. 
Tiie meu will risk everything and go 
a^'tiiust the most tremendons odds to 
save a comrade. — New York Sun.

To have two Anatralian liners in port 
within three daya of each other is eoine- 
thing new for Victoria, and this wfl.s 
what happened when the Warrinioo 
arrived early yesterday morning, pnr- 
tially through tho speedy tri]) of tlie 
ship, and partially through tho dehiya of 
the Aorangi, which was hero on AVed- 
nesday. Tho AVarrimoo invariably 
makes smart passagea, and her agents 
are generally on the look out for her a 
day or so before sebedulo time. On this 
trip she sailed from Sydney, N.S.W., on 
the iGth, just nine days after the depar- 
ture of the Aorangi, and there was an 
authoritative report in circulation yester- 
day that she would be the first to got 
away. The ship brought a very huuiH 
freight, not over five tonfl of canned 
meats and some little fruit beiug for 
A'ictoria ; but the ateamor'a passenger 
list was a very largo one, Thu; 
steamer called at VVellington, N. Z., and 
was there thrown open to inspection , 
the occasion being in keeping with the 
first visit of the vessel in port. 

On the present voyage Captain Hay ie 
accompanied by his wife, and while at 
VVellington. N. Z,, were the guests of 
Lord llanfurly at Government House. 
A general invitation was also extended 
to the ofiicers of the Warrimoo to Lady 
Ranfurly at an "At Home" in tho 
afternoon and invitations were received 
fora yacht club ball given in the evening. 

Before the steamer's arrival at Vic- 
toria the first and second class passon- 
gers each presented Cai)tnin Hay with 
an expression of their high appreciation 
of the care and attention which bad 
been shown them bjr him and his ofii- 
cers. The Warrimoo brought several 
prominent passengers, among them be- 
ing Mr. J. Mariden, Hawaiian commis- 
sioner of agriculture; Dr. H. V. Murray, 
one of Honolalu'a leading phyaicinns 
and late surgeon of the steamers Mio- 
wera and Warrimoo; Mr. J. A. Bulkely, 
who is travelling on behalf of the New 
South AA'alea government to colleot in- 
formation on agriculture and visit the 
experimental farms in Canada and the 
United States. There are also aboard 
Dr. Alvarey, the Hawaiian represeuta- 
tive to the medical convention to be 
held shortly in Berlin; Mr. H. \V. Ed- 
wards, a mining export, well known in 
British Columbia, wlio has lately been 
to Australia and Numea on behalf ol 
Canadian and British syndicates; Mr. 
Brui;o Cartwright, Peruvian consul in 
irlawaii ; Mr. H. M. Whitney, who is also 
well known in British Goitimbia, and 
who for many years was proprietor and 
editor of the Hawaiian Gazette and 
Commercial Advertiser, Honolulu; and 
Dr. McDougall, late surgeon in the P. 
& O. Company's employ, who is going to 
try his luck at Klondyke.

The Gaelic got away a few 
minutes ahead of tho Monmouthshire, 
but Chief Engineer Hicks, of the latter 
steamer, "opened her out," and she 
was eating up space like a runaway loco- 
motive when she flow past the lightship 
at 8 p.mi, August 25, and straightened 
out for the long journoy ahead of her. 
The Gaelic had gained nothing on her 
rival as long as they were together, but 
as she had to call at Honolulu, the two 
steamers horo away on dilTorent courses, 
and when night shut down, though a 
long distance apart, tho Monmouthshire 
had made an apparent gain on the mail 
steamer. Of course the Gaelic's route is 
about two days longer than that of the 
.Monmouthshire, but it is doubtful 
whether sho could have eiiualletl the 
time of the latter steamer on a straight 
run, and as it is tho silk on board tho 
Monmoutlisliiro will reach New York 
fully three daya ahead of that on the 
Gaelic. The Monmoutbahire is due to 
arrive at Victoria on Thuraday next. 

" DANUHE " LI:.\VE3 TO-UAY, 

To-day, at noon, the C.P.N, steamer 
Danube sails for St. Micliael's with the 
material for the company's new stern- 
wheel river ateamer and sixteen carpen- 
ters in" charge of Messrs. AVatson and 
Bishop to construct the vessel. The 
steamer is taking nothing as freight but 
tho building material and no paasengers 
but the carpenters. Her route to St. 
Jlichael's will be the ahorteat that could 
be drawn from a map consistent with 
navigation principles. It will bo on tbn 
inside route to the north end of tho isl- 
land, thence to the first entrance to the 
Aleutian group, and from there direct to 
St. Michael's. The voyage it is calcu- 
lated will occupy eleven days, both go- 
ing and coming, and as it required a 
week to load the ship it will take fully 
that time to discharge her. Once landed 
construction work on the new steamer 
will bo immediately commenced. The 
vessel is to be 173 feet long, will have a 
beam 33 feet and will be capable of car 
rying 850 tons of freight on a draught of 
30 inchea. The speed. Captain Irving 
stated yesterday, would be juat aa great 
as could be secured. There has been no 
machinery ordered for the steamer yet, 
but there is no urgent need for it for 
some time to come. It will be taken 
North by the Danube on a second trip 
which that steamer will make soon after 
her return from the first. It is Captain 
Irving's intention to go in charge of the 
new ateamer next year. 

MORE .l.il'S GO SOUril. 

Head winds from tho timo of leaving 
tho Golden Gate until the Straits were 
reached kept the Umatilla late in arriv- 
ing, it was noon yesterday when she 
docked. Two hundred and twenty-one 
paesengors were aboard, of whom 39 
landed here, 20 debarked at Port Towns- 
end, 123 at Seattle, 21 at Tacoma, 9 were 
to go on to Whatcom, 4 to Olympia and 
2 to Everett. Of freight she brought Gl 
tons for A'ictoria. The AValla Walla, of 
the same line, going south in the even- 
ing carried away a second crowd of Japs 
leaving Victoria within the last week 
for the big vineyards and orchards of 
Southern California, There wore nearly 
00 in the crowd, and tlieso with the 
saloon passengers embarking here fairly 
well took up the ship's accommodation.
